The continued success of Gen, Bru-

The soldiers seem to be plentifully 
supplied. with wholesome food and 
are living under the best sanitary 
conditions. They are surrounded by 
comforts and conveniences compa- 
rable to those at a model American 
summer camp. The spirit and fight- 
ing strength of the Russian soldiers 
appears to be very high and the 
troops confidently expect to occupy 
their original quarters in Western 
Poland. 

Compared with conditions prevail 
in ga year ago, the percentage of 
disease on this section of the front 
is said to be appreciably lower. Not 
only has universal vaccination and 
personal cleanliness, which now are 
insisted on, removed the danger of 
epidemic, but individual cases of a 
disease of any sort are said to be 
rare. 


GERMAN SEAPLANES

WITHDRAWAL HEARD. 
— 
Supreme Court Intimates De- 
cision will be Rendered Very 
Soon in Matter of Removal of 
Judge’s Name as Senatorial 

Candidate,

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 17.— 
Judge Walter Bordwell of Los An- 
geles, who recently withdrew as a 
‘candidate for the Republican nom- 
ination for United States Senator, 
accompanied by his attorney, Sam- 
uel Shortridge, appeared before the 
State Supreme Court here today on 
behalf of his petition for a writ of 
mandamus to force the County Clerk 


of Orange county to remove his 
name from the ballot. The court 
took the matter under advisement 
and intimated a decision would be 
reached within twenty-four hours. 

It was pointed out that it is too 
late to remove Bordwell’s name 
from the sample ballots to be used 
in San Francisco, but time remains 
to take it from the regular ballots, if 
a court ruling is made to the 
action, 

Associate Justice Henshaw, in 
questions put to Attorney L. A. West, 
who made the argument opposing 
the issuance of the writ, brought 
out that, in the absence of any leg- 
islation touching or governing the 
election, a candidate would have the 
right to withdraw; that the only ex- 
press limitation in this regard was 
contained in the affidavit of the can- 
didate, which said: “And if nom- 
inated for said office I will accept 
such nomination, and not with- 
draw;” and that, further, the only 
case on the point is the Nevada case 
of the State versus Brodigan, which 
says he may withdraw. 

Samuel Shortridge, who argued 
for Bordwell, said there was no pro- 
vision in the law which would pre- 
vent a candidate’s withdrawal, and 
that an affidavit was not equivalent 
to a law and had been so decided in 
the Nevada case. 

SHORTRIDGE CONFIDENT. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLOSIVE DISPATCH.) 

SAN. FRANCISCO, Aug. 17.—At 
the close of the Bordwell hearing 
Shortridge sald he felt confident the 
writ as prayed for would be granted 
not later than tomorrow. 

“From the tenor of the questions 
asked and from the observations of 
Justices Angelotti and Henshaw.” 
said Shortridge, “I am convinced 
that the justices appreciate the rea- 
sonableness of our request and that 
they will not permit the absurdity 
of allowing the name of a candidate 
to appear on the primary ballot 
when he has so forcibly expressed his 
disinclination to stand for the of- 


fice.” 
Arguing against the writ. West 
said: “It is not alleged by reason of 


his name staying on the ballot that 
any one will vote for him or that 
anyone who would vote for other 
candidates would be misled.” 

There is a historical case in this 
State in which more than 10,000 votes 
were cast,” responded Justice Hen- 
shaw.

“Then peering over the trenc 
We saw it rolling toward us by t 
gentle wind—like huge clouds of fog 
that move over a marsh in the 
early morning—dense, compact and 
taking strange shapes. 

“Then our artillery started and a 
whirlwind of shrieks swept over our 
heads, and es and great explo- 
siong were seen and heard yards be- 
fore us where the shells burst. Still 
some of the shells fall short. My 
sergeant and two chasseurs near me 
are blown to pieces.

INVESTIGATION. 


Rockefeller Institute will Probe 
Every Department at Wash- 
ington, Same as Done 

in New York 


{Baltimore American:] A search- 
ing investigation into every depart- 
ment of the United States govern- 
ment is to be made by the Institute 
for Government Research. It was 
revealed today that this new bureau 
for Federal inquiry was formed and 
is backed by John D. Rockefeller. 


The director and members of the 
board of trustees are men promi- 
nently identified with the ocke- 


feller philanthropies. 

The Institute for Government Re- 
search was org last March. 
The scope and extent of the work in 
the planned Federal government in- 
vestigation have not been revealed. 
Already the proposed probe of every 
branch of the government has 
caused a furore in Washington. Wil- | 
liam Franklin Willoughby, professor 
of jurisprudence and politics at 

ceton University, is director of 
the Institute. He will be in charge 
of the investigation. Prof. Wil- 
loughby recently visited the Bureau 
of Municipal Research, after which 
the new institute is modeled, and 
asked for investigators of the staff 
“best suited for governmental in- 
quiries.” 

The board of trustees is eomposed 
of the following men, all of whom 
are prominentiy identified with 
Rockefeller activities: J. 
Goodnow, Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, chairman; Edwin A. Alder- 
man, secretary of the Institute for 
Govetnment Research; Frederick 
Strauss, treasurer of the institute 
board; Robert 8. Brooklings of St. 
Louis, Charles W. Eliot, former 
president of Harvard University, and 
Raymond B. Fosdick. With the 
above-named board the following 
have been asked to co-operate: 

James F. Curtis of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank, New York City; R. Ful- 
ton Cutting, who ranks next to Mr. 
Rockefeller in supporting the 
Bureau of Municipal Research; Felix 
Frankfurter of Harvard, Arthur T. 
Hadley, president of Yale; Mrs. E. 
H. Harriman, who has contributed 
largely to the Bureau of Municipal 
Research; C. Lombardi of Dalias, 
Tex.; A. Lawrence Lovell, president 
of Harvard; Samuel Mather, an iron- 
master of Cleveland, O.; Charles P. 
Neill, Washington; Martin A. Ryer- 
son of Chicago University, a Rocke- 
feller institution; Theodore N. Vail, 
president of the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Compen’: ‘‘harles R. 
Van Hise, president of the University 
of Wisconsin. 

The institute intends to examine 
into the inside business of all Fed-] 
eral departments, just as the Bureau 
of Municipal Research has been dig- 
ging inte New York City’s govern- 
ment. The close connection es- 
tablished between the Washington 
and New York City institutions does 
not surprise Wall Street. It was 
pointed out today by a prominent 
financier that Rockefeller is one of 
the largest contributors to the New 
York City Bureau. 

The last report of the Bureau of 
Municipal Research, shows that up 
31, 1914, John 
Rockefeller led all other contribu- 
tors, with a total of $125,000. Next 
came R. Fulton Cutting, with $116,- 
785. Since January, 1915, Rockefel- 
ler has furnished an even greater 
portion of the bureau's funds. In 
the report of the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation, made public December 
29, 1915, for example, there is a 
record of the following donation: 
Bureau of Municipal Research, $40,- 
000. How much more the bureau 
obtained from other Rockefeller 
sources could not be learned. In- 
formation was refused at the 
bureau's offices, No, 261 Broadway.

The 
railroads have been harassed until some of 
the weaker ones have gone the way of the 
receiver and ultimate bankrupcty: but it 
has never occurred to our socialistic ad- 
ministration to pass laws for the protec- 
tion of the public against a possible gen- 
eral strike; there are a hundred laws to 
protect us against the possible encroach- 
ment of the office men, not one against 
those of the trainmen. 

Neither must it be forgotten that the 
public has a deep interest in the contro- 
versy now taking place. Reduced to its 
last analysis, it is the general public and 
not the railroads that will suffer most from 
these continved encroachments on the 
part of the trainmen. The rates which the 
roads may charge for transportation dre 
regulated by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission; a reduction in hours and an in- 
crease in pay must mean ultimately higher 
freight and passenger rates. It is the pas 
senger and the shipper that must meet the 
bill for these excessive demands. The con- 
troversy thus becomes personal with every 
producer. If there is to be an arbitation 
board it should of necessity be the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission; the power 
that fixes the rates which the roads may 
charge is logically the one to fix those that 
the trainmen shall receive.

A nation-wide strike is threatened by 
railroad employees in order to compel a 
general concession by the railroad compa- 
nies. All the unionized train hands in the 
United States, 400,000 in number, would, in 
case of a strike, in order to obtain an eight- 
hour day with time and one-half pay for 
overtime, be pledged to remain on strike 
until all the railroads in the United States 
conceded this demand.

This is because the intelligent workers of 
our country understand and appreciate the 
fact that a nation-wide general strike in 
one trade would necessarily be followed by 
similar strikes in other trades and would, 
if successful, result in Socialism, atid ff 
unsuccessful, would entail starvation. 

J. Bruce Glasier, a prominent British So- 
cialist, but not a syndicalist, condemns the 
general strike as a method of industrial 
warfare in the following manner: “The mo- 
ment a general strike takes place the work- 
ers begin to starve, and the terror of famine 
which the strike involves falls at once with 
devouring jaws on the strikers them- 
selves. There is only one power that can 
subdue famine, and that is food, and in 
order to get food the strikers must return 
to work. As a method of revolution the 
general strike is likely to be as effective 
as general suicide would be so long as cap- 
italism remains intrenched behind the 
needs of the community and the political 
forces of the State.” : 

The general strike is dubbed by British 
Socialists as “the revolutionary measles.” 
Boyle says it is only advocated, speaking 
generally, by men of mediocre mental 
parts, whose only claim to public attention 
are their ruffianly and revolutionary 
speeches and acts, and their unfortunate 
capacity to mislead ignorant workingmen. 
It is actively opposed by the brainſest lead- 
ers of the Socialist party and of trade- 
unfonism in Europe and in the United 
States—both as to its methods and its 
aims. 

The controlling spirits of the train- 
men’s strike are not expecting or even 
wishing that the railroad companies will 
yield to their demands. They are looking 
to have railroad property “taken over” 
either by the particular set of workers 
who use it, or by the government of the 
United States, and either event would, as 
they reason, result to their benefit. They 


claim that railroad property is overval- 
| i 


ued and overcapitalized and made to pay 
interest and dividends upon such overval- 
uation. They claim that the true value 
of any railroad is not the market price 
of its bonds and stocks as manipulated 
by stock operators and quoted in Wall 
street, but what it would cost the govern- 
ment to construct a rival road. They 
claim that if the government of the United 
States would offer the Southern Pacific 
company, for instance, the amount it 
would cost to build and equip a similar 
transcontinental line, with the promise that 
if the offer was not accepted the govern- 
ment would at once proceed to build a 


parallel railroad line, the Southern Pacific 
would be compelled perforce to accept such 


offer, although to do so would lessen or 
altogether extirpate the value of its stock, 
and probably impair the value of its bonded 
indebtedness. 

With government ownership and opera- 
tion the strikers believe that the advance 
in wages they ask could be and would be 
paid, while fares and freights would be re- 
duced rather than enhanced. 

There are arguments in favor of govern- 
ment ownership of railroads which are not 
applicable to similar ownership of iron 
foundries and cracker bakeries; but the 
country is not now prepared or disposed 
to enter upon a policy of such ownership. 
What may be the consequence if in despite 
of the efforts of President Wilson a nation- 
wide general strike on the railroads shall 
take place is in the womb of the future. 


AND COURAGE. 

Men are naturally braver arranged in 
groups than acting as units; algo more cour- 
ageous in the daylight than in the dark. A 
solitary man who can face danger on a pitch 
black night without flinching has stood per- 
haps the hardest test to which physical 
courage can be subjected. 

For this reason we are more impressed by 
the valor of a lone citizen who on a dark 
night fights off a hold-up man with his bare 
fists than by the desperate heroism of troops 
who through the contagion of example 
charge up to the muzzles of deadly machine 
guns. 

Courage to a great extent is personal van- 
ity. It is just as difficult to understand how 
a man may be “too proud to fight” as it is 
easy to realize how he may be too con- 
ceited to run away. For pride will make 
even a coward pugnacious when his fellow 
beings are looking on. Nor is facing death 


an act that calls for the highest brand of 


courage. Facing life is the most strenuous 
test. Can one reach the state of mind when

Hr TO PAY.

HAT sort of investment are 
we making in the three Vir- 

gin Islands embraced in the 
Danish West Indies? | 

The United States in 1808 paid 
France $15,000,000—corresponding to 
$60,000,000 in purchasing power to- 
day—for the Louisiana Territory, out 
of which we have fashioned thirteen. 
States, and portions of several other 


$7,500,000—corre- 
sponding to perhaps $15,000,000 to- 
day—for Alaska. In the same year 
we offered the King of Denmark a 
like amount for his West Indies— 
the Indies for which we are now 
willing to pay $25,000,000, plus our 
discovery rights in Greenland. 

Every one understands that we are 
paying this $25,000,000 for a strategic 
asset which we must possess as a 
factor vital to our national safety, 
Every one supposes, also, that com- 
mercially we are buying a hollow 
nut. But are we? 


against the purchase of Louisiana as 
well as of Alaska. 

“The vast and unmanageable ex- 
tent,” declared a distinguished op- 
ponent in the Senate of the Louis 
jana Purchase, “which the accession 
of Louisiana will give the United 
States, the consequent dispersion of 
our population, and the destruction 
of that balance which it is so impor- 
tant to maintain between the East 
ern and Western States, threatens at 
no very distant day to be a subver- 
sion of our Union.” 

According to official figures the 
2225 products of the Danish 

lands are sugar, rum, live stock, 
fibrous plants and fruit, with some 
coffee, cotton, indigo and aloes. The 
total trade, imports and exports, 
amounts to about $2,000,000 a year. 
The enduring interest on the part of 
Americans in the Danish West Indies 
may be traced to St. Croixium which, 
as far back as Colonial days, was the 
joy of the New England sou! and led 
directly to the establishment of the 
Medford rum industry here. New 
England, in return, sold the West 
Indies its own thirst-provoking cod- 
fish. The taste for rum here and for 
codfish there has vanished in about 
equal measure. On the face of it, 
we are getting little for our money 
in the commercial sense. But, when 
we bought Louisiana and Alaska, as 
the book-keeping of international 
trade then stood, we did not get 
much more. It ig obvious that the 
values in such purchases are wholly 
futures. 

The official Danish figures, given 
in the Statistik Aarbog, specify the 
islands’ total area as 138 square 
miles, and the population as 27,086, 
mostly free negroes, slavery having 
been abolished by royal decree in 
1848. In view of Denmark's indus- 
trial and commercial] results, what 
can be expected of the islands under 
American administration? | 

Politica] interest in the acquisition 
of the islands of course centers in 
our possession of the fine, land- 
locked harbor of Charlotte Amalie, 
at St. Thomas, outside of Cuba the 
best in all the West Indies, while 
Coral Bay, on St. John, is the safest 
refuge in the Antilles. Denmark 
built up the trade of the islands by 
taking advantage of its position as a 
neutral power to shelter the shipping 
of all nations, even in time of war, 
at Charlotte Amalie. With the dis- 
appearance of the sailing ship Char- 
lotte Amalie lost its utility as a port 
of call; but it was, after all, to a 
less convenient location that the 
steam traffic shifted when, for Brit- 
ish politicalereasons, Barbadoes was 
given the preference. With Ameri 
can ownership of St. Thomas, the 
opportunity reopens to the United 
States for utilizing for its own 
steamship lines the exceptional ad- 
vantages of the Charlotte Amalie 
Harbor. While not essential, that 
harbor can be made a factor of con- 
siderable importance in the develop 
ment of our merchant marine. It 
will be a contribution to our com- 
mercial independence as well as to 
the national safety. 

Industrially, although the islands 
are small in area and population, 
they possess opportunities of devel- 
opment through the use of modern 
methods. Cuba’s trade has grown 
enormously since it was brought into 
close relations with the United 
States. No reason exists why, upon 
a small scale, similar results should 
not attend intimate relations of the 
Danish Islands with this country. 
Their sugar, a product in which Cuba 
recently has made great strides, is 
of high quality; and their coffee and 
tobacco, while limited in quantity, 
are superior in quality. Statistics for 
recent years show notable increase 
in the production of live stock, espe- 
cially along lines of our peculiar 
needs—horses, mules, cattle, sheep 
and goats. Climate and soil are spe- 
cially fitted also for tropical fruits, 
while their nearness to a great port 
of call will give this interest a dis- 
tinct advantage over territories like 
Haiti and Santo Domingo, where un- 
certain shipping facilities and more 
uncertain governments have im- 
posed permanent handicaps, 

Four per cent.—-a legitimate inter- 
est rate—on the $25,000,000 purchase 
price, is $1,000,000 per year. If we 
charge half that interest rate to na- 
tional defense, the islands need pay 
only $500,000 annual commercial 
profit to be a prudent business in- 
vestment. Time was when, in the 
money values of other days, they did 
produce close to that yearly profit. 
Is it too much to expect of American 
enterprise, with all the cards in its 
hand, that it shall duplicate Danish 
results of a century ago, achieved 
from a distance of 4000 miles over a 
time interval of communication aver- 
aging three months?
